gan to be heard as an orator. 
In 


1876, Ingersoll proposed the name of 
James G. Blaine in the national republi- 
can convention in a speech so eloquent 
that his fame extended to all parts of the 
country. Asa lawyer, .Ingersoll was 
connected with many famous cases. He 
defended the Star route case.' He was 
attorney general for .Illinois in 1866. 
Among his many publications are "The 
Gods, and Othei Lectures," Some Mis- 
takes of Moses" and "Great Speeches."

Stated In Washington This Morning 


That the President Has 
Virtually 


Decided to Offer Him the Place- 
Others Say Matter Will Be Delayed 
Until McKinley's Return.

It is thought here that President Mc- 
Kiniey will not name a successor to 
Alger until his return from his trip to 
Lake Champlain. 


Washington, July 21—[Special]—It 


was stated this morning that the presi- 
dent was.fully satisfied that ElihuEoot 
will accept the war portfolio and that he 
has virtually decided to tender Root the 
place. 


Washington, July 21.—The presiden. 


has accepted the resignation.of Russei. 
A. Alger, and he will cea.se to be sec- 
retary of war Aug. 1. The president's 
letter of acceptance was handed to Mr. 
Alger at the war department "Thurs- 
day .after he had visited the 
whitu 
house. 


Secretary Alger seems to be happy 


over the prospect of ending his official 
duties. He has the appearance of a 
man who has been relieved of a heavy 
burden. 
While he refuses to niake 


any statement, he chats cheerily and 
more, pleasantly than for months. Ho 
will probably bid adieu to the depart- 
ment, and his subordinates Saturday. 
Assistant Secretary Meiklejbhn, who is 
in New London, Wis., has wired that 
he will reach Washington .at the'end 
of this week. Mr. Alger will turn the 
department over to him and devote the 
remaining ten days of the month to 
straightening his private affairs in this 
city preparatory to leaving. He sayF 
his first purpose is to recover his 
health. He may take a sea voyage. 


Tiiere is no Indication as to who will 


be ch« next secretary of war. Every 
available mnn, from the members at 
the military affairs committee of con- 
gress, through the list of the presi- 
dent's friends, Is mentioned as a pos- 
sibility. There is some talk of an-un- 
derstanding whereby Secretary Alger 
may be given a foreign mission and 
Ambassador Porter at Paris brought 
to Washington, to become secretary of 
War. 
Mr. Porter would make an ac- 


ceptable 
secretary, 
but some New 


Yorkers claim that he could not be 
confirmed. The opposition to him will 
have no Influence with the president, 
however, as the senate seldom"attempts 
to interfere in the selection .of. a cab- 
inet officer.

country at a most exacting period and 
to wish you a long and happy life. With 
assurances of 'high regard and esteem,

Secretary Alger-s letter of resigna- 


tion reads as follows:

JUSTICE TO G-EN. ALGER. 
Secretary Alger has handed in his 


resignation to the president, and will 
soon step down and out of the war 
partment. No man in public life 
ever been more bitterly attacked 
more cruelly criticised. 
The yellow 


newspapers "went after Alger's scalp," 
and nothing was too brutal for them to 
say.' They saw only things that they 
could criticise, and were blind to all 
good quulities. 


The people of the United States will 


never believe that Secretary Alger was 
as the yellow papers pictured him, and 
it is just that they should not. 
General 


Alger was onjy a man, and has never 
claimed to be a worker of miracles. 
He 


took hold of the office in time of peace, 
and a declaration of war found the de- 
partment tied by out-of-date rules acrt 
unnecessary red-tape—the result of the 
general belief that the United States 
would never take part in another war. 
The j osition was a trying one, yet Gen- 
eral Alger brought about a great change 
in a short time. 
From the first he was 


the target for non-combatants, camp 
followers, editorial 
coffee coolers, and 


disgruntled and disappointed office seek- 
ers and army officers. 
No man could 


have managed the war department, un- 
der these circumstances, without making 
mistakes. ' Alger made them, but so 
would any other human being. 


On the whole, General Alger's'admin- 


istration has been good—neither bril- 
liant n o r culpable.. 
' - , - . ' . 


Egan's errors injured him, and Miles' 


attacks did him a great injustice, while 
the yellow press •, pursued him relent- 
lessly and without a thought of truth 
or justice. 
A few weak-kceed and dis- 


gruntled republican papers joined tire 
journalistic jackals in their campaign, 
and as the result, General Alger has 
been forced to retire—not because he 
has made a monumental failure of hie 
work, but because certain papers have 
seen fit to do him a monumental injus- 
tice. 


His retirement is a good move polit- 


ically, and new blood in the war depart- 
ment will help the administration—new 
brooms always sweep clean- but these 
facts cio not alter the case. 
General 


Alger has not merited 
the virulent 


abuse heaped upon him, and the Ameri- 
can people can be depended upon to ap- 
preciate the situation arjd give just 
measure of both praise and blame—an 
equalization that General Alger has not 
enjoyed since he has been in the cabinet.

The recent story of the power and 


wealth of David B. O'Keefe, the vrfilce 
king of the islands of Tap, Olia and Si. 
David, is corroborated by advices from 
Hongkong, 
per 
steamer 
Tacoma. 


O'Keefe is a naturalized Irish-Ameri- 
can, 68 years old, 
and 
is known at 


Hongkong as the "Copra King." His 
islands are a detached portion of the 
Carolines. When he settled a-t. Yap he 
married a native princess, who is 
i\ 


shrewd woman, and who rules when 
he is away. 
The islands over which 


he rules are his by right of discovery, 
and the acquiescence of -the native rul- 
ers. 
He has heicl them against the 


rival claims of Spain 
and Holland. 


Over the islands he floats -the Stars 
and Stripes, and on his single trading 
schooner he flies the Union jack. The 
islands are distant about fjv* days by 
steam from Manila. 
The priiscipal Is- 


land of the group is called Yap. 
It is 


larger than Hongkong island, and Is 
surrounded by minor islands, among 
which figure Terang, Obi, Pakel and 
Dunji. 
These four islands, situated 


in Yap harbor, .are the alleged property 
of the Copra King. 
His residence is 


on the first named (commonly known 
among the other traders as the "Hell 
of the Carolines") . It is here his na- 
tive wife rules supreme during his ab- 
sense, showing her s:ir-"nvdness, as also 
her proverbial animosity for all the 
other European traders or employes of 
the South Sea trader. 
It is on. the Is- 


land of Terang that he keeps the mass 
of his bartering stores, as- also the 
copra (cocoanuts from which the oil is 
to be extracted), which he takes to 
Hongkong in his schooner Santa Cruz. 
The island of Dunij was until recently 
in the hands of a German firm doing 
a good business in the copra trade. 
It 


passed over to his' majesty's group 
some two years ago when 
Herman 


Grosser, one of the heads of the home 
office referred to, went to Yap to settle 
fhe necessary transfer papers. 
The 


other two islands are 
unimportant. 


The. island of St. David is not in this 
group, but in the Pelew islands, more 
to the south.' It is to this island that 
Holland lays claim. 
'The copra king 


•has been among these islands for 20 
years. 
Both he and the native traders 


desire that the islands shall be taken 
possession of by the United States.or 
England.
